I  have  again  the  pleasure  of  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  for  the  year  1963. 

The  environmental  health  service,  the  function  of  this  local  authority, 
and  the  personal  health  service,  the  function  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
under  my  direction  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  continue  to  be  integrated 
satisfactorily  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants. 

The  vital  statistics,  which  are  an  indication  of  the  health  and  well¬ 
being  of  the  inhabitants  of  a  district,  show  that  during  1963 

i)  The  population  was  the  same  as  in  1962,  namely  2600.  An  increase 

in  the  population  would  have  been  expected  as  the  number  of  new  houses  erected 
was  87  and  in  addition  there  is  a  caravan  site  with  34  caravans.  Reference  is 
made  to  the  caravan  site  later  in  the  report. 

ii)  The  births  decreased  from  46  to  37,  The  Birth  Rate  (14,  3  per  1000 
population  is  much  below  the  average  for  England  and  Wales), 

iii)  There  were  33  deaths  in  the  district  compared  with  40  in  1962, 

Heart  and  circulatory  diseases  continue  to  be  the  main  cause  of  death,  there 
being  17  such  deaths.  Nine  deaths  were  due  to  cancer,  3  being  due  to 
bronchial  cancer. 


iv)  No  deaths  occurred  due  to  childbirth. 

v)  No  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  one  year  of  age 

vi)  The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  again  low;  all  cases,  apart 
from  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  due  to  measles. 

As  reported  in  previous  years  the  present  continued  system  of  sewerage 
is  overloaded.  The  Council's  Consultant  Engineers  have  submitted  a  report 
on  the  sewerage  system  and  the  Council  are  considering  the  best  means  of 
implementing  this  suggestion  of  the  consultant. 
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The  Council  are  anxious  to  abolish  wherever  possible  pail  closets  and 
owners  have  been  invited  to  co-operate  to  abolish  this  form  of  sanitary- 
convenience  . 

The  Council  are  a  constituent  member  of  the  new  Doncaster  and  District 
Joint  Water  Board.  Water  supplies  have  remained  constant  and  satisfactory- 
in  all  respects.  This  authority,  along  with  one  other  constituent  member  of 
the  Water  Board,  decided  against  fluoridation  of  the  water  supplies. 

A  most  excellent  development  of  bungalows  for  our  more  elderly  citizens 
has  taken  place  in  Castlegate,  With  it  there  is  an  attractive  Common  Room 
for  all  elderly  citizens  with  a  war  do  a  ?  jsident  in  an  adjoining  bungalow.  At 
the  time  of  writing  the  report  (July  1964)  the  warden  is  about  to  start  her 
duties  which  include  a  daily  visit  to  all  the  residents  and  the  residents  in  the 
bungalows  in  Wong  Lane.  In  addition  there  is  an  inter  -  communication  system 
whence  the  warden  can  talk  to  all  residents  in  their  bungalows  and  they  also  can 
talk  to  the  warden. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mr o  Durant,  for  his  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year  and  for  his  report 
on  the  environmental  service,  I  would  also  thank  the  staff,  medical  and 
clerical,  of  the  Divisional  Health  Office  and  especially  the  Chairman. 

I  would  thank  you  for  your  help  and  co-operation  and  the  courteous  receipt 
of  my  reports  during  the  year.

Tickhill  Urban  District  Council  are  amongst  the  constituent 
members  of  the  Doncaster  and  District  Water  Board  which  came  into 
being  on  the  1st  October,  1962, 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  connected  to  the  mains  supply 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  about  938,  One  cottage,  which  is  earmarked 
for  future  individual  unfit  action,  is  served  by  a  standpipe.  Three 
samples  of  water  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  were  reported 
upon  satisfactorily. 


A  typical  chemical  analysis  of  the  water,  which  is  largely  obtained 
from  deep  boreholes  in  the  Bunter  sandstone,  is  as  follows :  -

One  house  on  the  boundary  of  the  district  is  served  by  a  connection 
to  the  Worksop  Rural  District  Council  supply. 

Five  dwellings  are  served  by  private  wells;  four  of  these  gave 
satisfactory  bacteriological  results;  the  remaining  well  is  unsatisfactory. 
The  dwelling  served  by  this  supply  is  owne r -occupied  by  an  aged  couple 
who  firmly  resisted  all  encouragements  to  connect  to  the  public  supply. 
The  question  was  still  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

This  service  is  controlled  by  your  Surveyor.  For  some  time  now 
the  Council  has  appreciated  that  the  present  combined  drainage  system 
was  overloaded  and  the  probability  of  increased  residential  development 
would  make  the  problem  more  acute.  It  was  decided  therefore  to  obtain 
a  comprehensive  report  on  the  system  from  the  Council’s  Consultant 
Engineer  and  this  was  received  in  mid-year.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
the  Council  were  considering  the  best  method  of  implementing  the 
Engineer  *s  Report,  as  this  obviously  has  a  great  bearing  on  the  future 
development  of  Tickhill. 

SECTION  D. 

HOUSING. 


For  some  years  now  the  Council  has  made  a  succession  of 
individual  demolition  orders  in  respect  of  old  properties  in  the  centre  of 
the  town,  and  the  succeeding  demolitions  have  left  unsightly  gaps  which 
are  difficult  to  fill  with  modern  dwellings.  The  Council  has  also  felt 
that  to  some  extent  the  character  of  Tickhill  is  being  prejudiced  by  this 
piecemeal  action  and  consequently  more  consideration  should  be  given  to 
possible  future  re -development.  As  a  consequence  only  one  individual 
unfit  dwelling  was  dealt  with  during  the  year  ,  -  a  demolition  order  being 
made  in  respect  of  a  worn  out  building  in  a  narrow  street. 

The  Council  concentrated  their  attention  on  schemes  to  retain  the 
identity  of  Tickhill  and  considered  measures  to  acquire  some  40  old 
dwellings  for  reconditioning  purposes  and  a  further  scheme  to  acquire 
a  central  area  of  property  for  overall  re -development . 

The  first  scheme  was  not  considered  opportune  because  of  the  cost, 
but  various  methods  of  dealing  with  the  second  scheme  were  being 
considered  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Many  of  the  dwellings  in  this  latter 
Castlegate  area  are  unfit  and  the  Council  deferred  consideration  of  three 
compulsory  purchase  orders  until  there  was  a  clearer  picture  of  possible 
development. 
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IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 


There  was  again  a  good  deal  of  activity  in  this  important  sphere 
during  the  year  and  in  all  19  improvement  grants  were  approved  by  the 
Council;  three  of  these  being  discretionary  grants,  the  first  since  the 
Council  decided  to  make  this  type  of  grant.  A  further  five  applications 
for  grant  were  still  in  abeyance  pending  the  submission  of  further  details. 

As  in  many  areas,  the  rate  of  progress  of  improvement  work  was  slow 
due  to  the  rate  of  new  building  and  pressures  on  the  industry,  but  it  was 
pleasing  to  note  that  over  50%  of  the  applications  related  to  rented  property. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

This  service  is  controlled  by  your  Surveyor. 

The  weekly  domestic  refuse  collection  cycle  was  maintained  to 
all  the  938  premises  in  the  area.  The  new  refuse  disposal  tip  off  Stripe 
Road  came  into  use  during  the  year. 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 


At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  still  some  27  premises 
served  by  the  conservancy  system,  the  majority  of  these  being  situate  in 
areas  without  sewers.  All  owners  have  been  invited  to  co-operate  with  the 
Council  in  an  effort  to  abolish  this  type  of  sanitary  accommodation  and 
several  pails  were  converted  during  the  year  by  means  of  improvement 
grants  o 

At  the  end  of  the  year  some  20  pails  and  privies  were  still  in  use 
in  the  urban  district. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

The  Council's  caravan  site  containing  34  standings  was  opened  in 
mid-year.  The  site  is  built  in  accordance  with  model  standards  and  is 
provided  with  an  amenity  block  containing  a  laundry,  hot  water,  wash 
basins,  showers,  and  sanitary  accommodation.  Each  concrete  standing 
is  provided  with  individual  water,  electricity,  and  drainage  connections, 
and  an  individual  storeshed.  A  playground,  car  park,  fi  re  fighting 
equipment  and  street  lighting  are  also  embraced  in  the  scheme.  During 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  each  standing  was  defined  by  individual 
fencing  to  assist  in  safety  and  general  husbandry  on  the  site. 
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Although  there  is  evidence  that  the  demand  for  caravan 
accommodation  is  declining  the  site  was  generally  fully  occupied. 

Some  years  ago  almost  20  caravans  were  sited  at  various  points 
in  the  district  but  now  only  two  have  individual  site  licences,  both  having 
"existing  use"  rights  under  the  Planning  Acts. 

In  common  with  many  local  authority  areas  in  South  Yorkshire 
there  was  an  increase  in  nuisance  conditions  due  to  other  moveable 
dwellings  These  are  occupied  by  scrap  dealers  and  the  increasingly 
broad  section  of  the  community  referred  to  by  the  general  public  as 
"gipsies  ". 

Litter  and  refuse  were  dumped  in  several  green  lanes  and 
nuisances  due  to  the  absence  of  drainage  facilities  and  sanitary 
accommodation  were  prevalent*  Police  action  was  necessary  in  several 
instances  .  Until  wider  and  more  practicable  powers  of  control  are 
available  this  problem  will  continue. 

SECTION  E. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1958. 


There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  urban  area  and  this 
was  maintained  in  good  condition  throughout  the  year. 

Two  licences  to  slaughter  animals  pursuant  to  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Act  are  in  force  in  the  district*

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT. 


The  Council  have  no  full-time  rodent  operative  but  utilise  the 
services  of  the  rodent  control  service  of  an  adjoining  authority,  Doncaster 
Rf  D.  C.  ,  a  charge  being  made  on  a  proportionate  rateable  value  basis. 

In  this  manner  all  complaints  are  dealt  with  expeditiously.  Six  of  the 
local  farmers  hold  annual  contracts  with  the  local  authority  for  rodent 
control  treatment.

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FOOD  PREMISES. 


Three  premises  are  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  16  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  for  the  manufacture  of  meat  products.  In  all 
there  are  31  food  premises  in  the  district  and  hygienic  conditions  are 
generally  good.  The  attention  of  a  wholesale  baker  was,  however,  drawn 
to  the  unsatisfactory  methods  of  bread  delivery,  and  following  discussions 
with  the  management  improvement  was  effected.
